OUR EASTWARD JOURNEY. 


We had numerous fellow travelers, most of 
whom were residents from the Pacific Cost, 
bound on a visit to their former homes; 
nearly all propose returning. 

The scenery about Green River and the 
Weber, is grand in the extreme and presents 
the most magnificent view to be bad through- 
outthe journey. The rugged mountains with 
their castellaied peaks of solid rock which 
rise in fanciful forms to dizzy heights are 
placed in contrast with the smiling valley, 
and prodace a scene which while it baffles 
description, causes the eye and afterwards 
the memory to gaze upon it wiih rapture. 
After leaving Weber canyon, the country from 
Ugden to Omaba is a@ vast.prairie, in some 
parts of which were to be geen large herds of 
cattle, but this magnificent plain is almost 
entirely in possession of the antelope which 
here abound in large numbers. Arriving at 
Omaha without delay, we changed cars, and 
bidding good bye to the deserts and plains of 
the continent, we once again mingled in the 
whirl of population and entered Chicago.

isa greatcity. Through the kindness of an 
acquaintance | was enabled to spend the few 
days ot my stay there to advantage. The 
town presents an air of solid prosperity which 
strikes one on entering it; the streets are 
regular and abound with magnificent build- 
ings. The stores are filled with splendid 
stocks; the leading dry goods store which I 
visited, occupies six sturies and ewploys 750 
assistants, The stores and the streets gener- 
ally, however, lack the style and smart ap- 
pearance of San Francisco, and “to the fair 
inhabitants of the Bay City, 1 would also 
award the palm for richness, elegance and 
good taste in attire, Chicago is surrounded 
by a belt ofpleasureparks. Lincoln Gardeus 
is one of the chief ofithese, and commandsa fine 
drive along the shores of Lake Michigan; gome 
3} miles from the shore is to be seen the ter— 
mination of the’ great tunnel which supplies 
the city with tae pure waters of the lake. 
Yn being brought into the town by the 
tunoel, the water is pumped into numerous 
reservoirs and pipes which supply the citi- 
zens. There are three engines of tremendous 
size and power, working day and night for 
this purposé, and their admirable mechanism 
together with the handsome building in which 
they are contained, amply repay a visit. A 
fourth engine is in course of construction 
which when completed, will pump as much 
water as the ‘whole of the others together. 
Chicago bas a population of 300,000, and is 
steadily on the increase, bidding fair ere 
long, to become the queen city of the conti- 
nent. Leaving Chicago and proceeding east- 
ward I entered the Dominion of Canada and

LONDON, CANADA WEST. 

London presents the appearance of a thrifty 
well-to-do country town, contains some very 
good buildings, and boasts.of a large and 
well appointed hotel cailed the Tecumseh 
House.

| listened to the deafening din of the lashed

tbove you, then you felt your owa insignifi- 
cince amid the grandear of the appalling 
cea-, aud, acknowledged in it the work of 
the Omnipotent! Dunning an oil skin suit 
| the traveller escorted by # sacle guide, goes 
under the ‘‘sheet’’ as toe body of water pro- 
jecting over the rocks is called, and the view 
from underneath of the descending torrents is 
such, as to impress you indelibly with its 
grandeur. The view from Table Rock, ere 
the waters take their gigantic leap, appeared 
| to the writer to be the finest, and an indis- 
cribable sensation came over one as the vast 
volnme of water came rushing on, and goaded 
as if by a restiess fury leap o’er the dizzy 
beights into the mighty abyss, and add to the 
seething turmoil wuich ever marks this wild 
enirancing scene. I visited the Whirpoo!l 
below Suspension. Bridge, and but for the 
fact there is a ‘*Whirpool “House” which 
charges you fifty cents, to allow you to go to 
the bunk of the river where it is supposed to 
be, you would be inclined to deny its exis- 
tence; I suppose there may bea whirpool, 
because they say so. It is at any rate infer- 
ior in Magnitude to many to be seen in Fraser 
River, British Columbia. Trinkets and 
souvenirs of every description are to be 
ob.ained atthe Falls, at prices which cannot 
fail to make them doubly dear. I would sug- 
gest to thoso who would visit Niagara Falls, 
to take on their person just the amount they 
are prepared to expend on *‘ fixings, ’’ as the 
ingenious and in most cases fair assistants in 
| stones, fasten upon strangers with a zeal 
which at least for its energy. is commendable. 


TORONTO, 


the next town I visited, presents allthe ap- 
pearance of an old country town. Business 
seems flourishing, and several manufactories 
of an extensive nature is in successful opera- 
tion.

The Graving Dock. 
Eprtor Stanparp —Almost two decades have 
past since the project of building a graving 
dock in Esquimalt barbor was first mooted. 
A measure recommended by every Admiral 
that has been appointed to the Pacific Station 
commencing with Admiral Bruce and endorsed 
by the respective successors of each Admiral 
down to the present day. My., object in 
vringing this subject again before the public 
is two-fold; in’ the first place to show 
authentically what our geographical position 
holds furth as an inducement to Tapitalists, 
and secondly to incite an earnestness of feel- 
ing in this commun ty 1 @ easrry to-its accom- 
plisbment, In the Londom 7.mes of August 
21st 1848 the subjoined quotation appéared. 
‘If there is any locality in the whole world, 
which would appear in the eyes of a philos- 
ophical speculator destined for mighty par- 
poses in future years, his the west coast of 
the North American continent; hitherto it 
bas been unknown and unoccupied, but it is 
now secured by one of the most enterprising 
nations upon earth, at a price, and by exer- 
tions whicti clearly show their appreciation 
of its value.

Resuming the subject of the graving dock, 
what bas this community done in an initia- 
tory form in reference to it? Has the Cham- 
ber of Commerce framed or classified statistics 
showing the numerous instances where the 
dock, had it been in working operation, 
would have been utilized? Has any effort 
been made to fairly bring thiximportant sub- 
ject prominently forward? I emphatically 
answer no ;. further than an influential depu- 
tation to the Secretary of State in London, 
and a few days ago by another deputation to 
the Mon. Mr Langevin. * This is not euough. 
Ifthe people of Vancouver Island-are desir- 
ous of bringing this matter 10 a favourable 
termination, they must do something more. 
An organization of those best informed upon, 
and most interested in the subject should be 
made with the object of showing the advan- 
tages present and prospective that would 
assure to the capitalists and sharebolders of 
the undertaking. Moreover, a feasible and 
well matured scheme, as the offspring of said 
organization, should be prepared to hand 
to the city members te introduce for adoption 
in the Lccal Legisluture, either recommend- 
ing an extension of time beyond that guaran- 
teed by the Dominion Government, for which 
the guvernment of British Columbia would 
become responsible for a specific rate of 
interest ‘upon the one hucdred thousand 
ponnds; of that of increasing the rate of 
interest, over and ubore, the guarantee of the 
Federal Parliawent, as an additivual induce: 
ment fur the formation of a joint sock com- 
pany. Itissurely time this long talked of 
graving dock should be taken hold of ina 
tice! and basiness shape by the citizens 
»WVicgoria, for we may rest assured that 
unless we do so We may still talk of the eub- 
ject for another decade before anything tan- 
gible will be realized from it. Few persons 
are competent of foreshadowing the immense 
boon that would be created to this province 
and to this section in particular,y becoming 
possessors of a first class dock tur the recep- 
tion and repair of all descriptions of vessels 
including the largest «f H. M. tronciads,if in 
the course of events necessity should call 
them the tothe Pa ific shores. I have only 
‘o ndd that the Imperial Government having 
promised a subsidy of twenty thousand pounds 
towards the construction of the dock, and as 
the Admiralty will necessarily bave an im 
portant voice agto the particular class of 
graving dock required for the British navy , 
itis only reasonable to suppose that they 
having pronounced in favor of a stone grav- 
ing dock, that ail steps taken by the people 
here in regard to it, must be in keeping with 
this fact before them.: Besides it is a ques- 
tion whether, with the facilities and advan- 
tages we possess in quality of building 
material, a stone constructed graving dock 
would nog be desirable as a matter of economy 
to say nothing of the labor creating resources, 
but there can be no doubt asto its value when 
completed ; while an iron or pontoon dock 
will last only for a term of years, the ether 
would be a work for all time.

GentLeMex,—Atter considerable besitation, arising 
from causes which I can easily and 1 trast eatinfacturily 
explain when the proper time arrives, I unreservedly’ 
place myself in your bands as a candidate for your sut- 
fiages at the apptuaching election.

bor Board, or the Old Dock Committee of Liverpool, and 
andasa member of the Pilot's Committee, the Ship 
Building Committee, the Observatory and Lloyd's Classi. 
fication Committee, ought to be of some service in the

As prominent member of the Paid Offic.rs Commit- 
tee appointed by the Liverpool Corporation for the con- 
sideration of salaries and duties performed by several 
hundred officers, and involving an expenditure of over 
one million dollars per annum.

cess was not equal to expectation, I hope the day is not 
far distant when steamers of greater pretensions than the 
Kubert Lowe or W. 8. Lindsay will enliven the wharves 
of Ksquimalt-harbor. 

The farmers are not clamorous—to their. honor be it 
spoken—for Goverumnt aid for special benefit. 

The Tariff which ovly came into operation a few years 
ago was the emanation of your most astute statesmen 
who cousidered free port had run its day. 7 

The revenue previously derived from Real Estate or a 
land tax, was to be provided by a tariff which incladeda 
duty on foreign grain. There can be no denying but that 
it hae worked for the benefit of the farmers and indus- 
trious classes, and injured no one but those whocan tuke 
care of themselves, 

The difference between the Canadian Tariff and our 
own lies as between beef and bread, Allowing a pound 
of flour at five cents and a pound of beef at twenty cents 
per day for each man,a saving of a cent duty upon flour to 
lay it upon beef makes no difference to the cousumer 
but ® very great difference to the producer, Let those 
try to catch votes who can by the idea of a modified 
tariff on a sliding scale. In jess than ten years I believe 
the Dominion tariff will be altered and universally 
adopted, but in the meantime let us try to profit by our 
own as long as we may. 

The clearing and cultivation of the land give employ- 
ment to the industrious classes and wherover your corn 
is produced thither must your plowman and your reaper 
your shovel and your capital go. 

One herdsinan and « narrow trail are sufficient for 
many hoofs, but it requires the handicraf{ to make a 
mill and industrions hands to keep it going. 

And while 1 am aware that many other important and 
debatable questions will soon be brought forward, I can 
see no necessity for hoisting party colors and wili follow 
ho uncertain sound. I have no confidence in those who 
anticipate the day when the gross delusions of Com- 
munists will prevail. I am for building up and not 
for pulling down. I will neither work 20F maneuver 
for spoil and therefore pave no plunder to offer, 1 will 
favor ho monupoly, but encourage every individual and 
private enterprise with a hearty and healthy cooperation 
of every interest for the general good, and on these 
principles I am prepared to stand or fall,
